Rejoice, f 

St. Paul says, 'This is the will of God for you" ."Rejoice always. Pray 

without ceasing. In all circumstances give thanks" (1 Thes. 5:16-17). The 
verses are from this Sunday's second reading. 

This summer I read a book about a man who took Paul at his word, and he 
made it his life's goal to pray always. The book. Way of a Pilgrim , is a simple 
yet profound book. It was written by a Russian pilgrim in the 19th century. 
If you have ever heard of the Jesus Prayer, this is the prayer which the 
author discovers. And he helps the reader appreciate the beauty of the 
prayer: Lord Jesus Christ, have mercy on me. 

As you think about Christmas gifts, here are some other books that I have 
found to be good for the soul. Immaculee Ilibagiza who survived the 
Rwandan holocaust has written several books about her experience and 
faith: Left to Tell and Led by Faith are both inspiring books. She is a powerful 
Catholic witness. Her books will encourage you to live your faith, especially 
if you find yourself in darkness. 

Several years ago, I read the book The Catholic Martyrs of the Twentieth 
Century by Robert Royal. It is a 400 page work which describes the witness 
of Catholics and Christians from every continent. Many of the stories are 
unknown. For example, he chronicles the stories of people from Lithuania in 
eastern Europe whom I had never heard about, yet their witness is as 
powerful as any of the known martyrs. 

The book God's Passionate Desire and Our Response by William Barry, SJ is a 
series of articles which are helpful for anyone who wants to grow in their 
relationship with God. His writing style includes stories to illuminate what 
he teaches. 

Recently, I read The Help. It was made into a movie. It is not a specifically 
spiritual book. However, it is an excellent piece of literature. It will make 
you think about how you treat the people around you, and parents will be 
challenged to consider what values they are passing on to their children. 

Good reading is essential for our mental health. I find that I need to keep 
reading about the spiritual life. Otherwise, my prayer life stagnates. As you 
consider New Year's resolutions, you might think of including a good 
spiritual book to help you begin the year.
